Petition* are being circulated 
both in thia country and Great Britain 
by the Women'* 1 ntcruntionaJ Peace 
league, ami Mrs. M. F. Orunbf, pre»i- 
dent of the American bnturh of the 
league, i* forwarding a petition for aig- 
nature* to women in tin* United Htatew.

Sensational Instance of tne Old 
^Fashioned Saying “Murder 
Will Out-" 


After ervlng His Sentence a 
Convict Is liearrested for 
Murder. 


New York, March 23.—The UwftU, 
says: J. W. Dearmond, alius Charles 
Uice, a rather quiet-looking young man, 
who hurt just completed a term of two 
years and six months’ imprisonment 
in the Kings county pepUoullory, 
Brooklyn, for counterfeiting, has been 
re-arPMteil at tlmt prison on a charge 
of murder. Deormond* who went l*/ 
the name of Klws was convict oil of 
counterfeiting by the United States 
court at Shreveport, was received at 
the Crow Hill |H*iutcutuiry on August 
3, IHIM. He gave his age as 24 a ml 
ilia occupation as a fartin'r. The hcc- 
nnd arrest of Dearmond, or Rice, was 
made upou a warruut Issued by United 
States Commissioner M or ley at flu* re- 
quest of United Static AssUtant I»is 
trict Attorney Roy. He is held on a 
requisition front the district attorney of 
Paris. Texas, under an indictment 
found on May 2d. 1801. by the United 
States grand jury for the eastern dis- 
trlct of that state for being concerned. 1 
with others. In the murder of Edward j 
Howell, a wealthy cuttle dealer. The 
warrant was executed by Deputy Mar¬ 
shals McManus and Koch. 

Dearmond was remanded to jail nt 
the request of Mr. Roy. and tin* exam¬ 
ination set down for Friday next by 
(’ommissioner Mnrley to await the ar¬ 
rival of federal authorities from Texas 
with the lndi«*tment and proof of the 
identity of the prisoner. The story of 
the murder, as recounted by United 
States Marelml J. S. Williams of the 
Indian Territory, is seemingly strong 
circinmttnnthil evidence ugainst tlie no- 
ensed. Edward Howell, who was inter¬ 
ested in. the cattle business, hnd deter¬ 
mined with other citizens of Pickens 
county, I. T.. to rid that section of a 
gang of desperate rhumeters. In pur- j 
suit of his intention, he himrred the 
deadly enmity of the d<**(M*rndoes. 

He was called to the door of hi* ( 
house on the night of Jauuurjr 3, 183)1. j 
and six of the men who confronted him . 
denmnded his money, which la* refused 1 
to give them. He was immediately rid- 1 
died with bullets and the murderers i 
then rifled his pockets and sneked the 
house. The horse and cattle thieves 
who committed the crime are sahl to 
have been: Frank Jones, alias Frank 
Schuek, Will Orirnso. Joint Dearmond 
and others. Throe were captured and 
lynched, Dcnrtnond escape*) to Louisi¬ 
ana and the others were arrested and 
dealt with according to law. In I»uis- 
iatm Dearmond is said to have connect¬ 
ed himself with a party of «*ounterfeit- 
ers. and while engaged in the tmxim-s* 
fell into the Hutches of the United 
States secret service oflicers. He was 
tried before the United State* Circuit 
Court and sentenced for counterfeiting 
to the penitentiary under the name of 
f’hnrtea Rice, by which name he was 
kuowu to the authorities. Marsluil 
Charles William*, of the eastern dis¬ 
trict of Texas, who has been unremit¬ 
ting in ids search for Ih-armond, ob¬ 
tained evidence that led him to believe 
that the rouvhst and the object of his 
search wen* one and the same man. 
Having deckled that he was on the 
right trn<*k be nddr.-Mrt.-d n letter to the 
warden a few day* ago in which he 
said he bclivcd that Dearmond was iu 

• In* Kings county penitentiary. The 
marshal gave a description of Dear- 
mitmi and Warden llayes. upon making 
a personal in*|>ection of the federal 
prisoner* who were under hi* charge, 
soon found that the nppcnrnnce of eon- 
vict Rice in nil iwrtienlars rorreopoixl- 
ed with the description he hnd rewired 
of the man that is wanted for the mur 
der of Howell. Rice denied that his 
name was Dearmond and he disclaimed 
all knowledge of the charge against 
him.

The Canadian-Australian liner Wurri- 
moo, Captain Charles K. Bird, arrived 
nt the outer wharf at 10:3(1 lust night 
from Sydney, Suva und Honolulu, She 
hud a very unpleatuiiit trip, bad weather 
being experienced from the time she left 
Suva until her arrival In the straits.
